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Prime Minister Justin Trudeau's summit Tuesday with U.S. President Joe Biden promises to be crowded with 
cabinet members from both governments, as top-ranking officials dig into a range of issues that could kick-start 
deeper co-operation between Canada and the U.S. after the turbulence and confrontation of the Donald Trump era. 


A senior government official told the Star Monday that Ottawa expects the summit will produce a "road map" for 
how the countries can work together on a range of issues after the leaders discuss the COVID-19 pandemic, trade, 
climate action and energy polices, global security, and ways to tackle racism. 
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
